SAIHTARY  CIRCLU1STAMCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

1 , There  are  only  two  houses  without  mains  water,  both  being  several  hundred 
yards  from  the  nearest  main, 

2,  No  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply 
of  excellent  quality  is  maintained, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  for  the 
following  information  with  regard  to  the  supply, 

1 ,  Water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality, 

2,  During  the  year  489  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  consumers  taps  in  the 
Southern  District  of  the  Distribution  area  of  which  Hale  forms  part.  95,1?^  were 
coliform  free  and  classes  as  excellent,  99.4^  were  free  of  coli  Type  1 and  in 
all  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  repeat  samples  gave  excellent 
results, 

59  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  on  samples  taken  in  the  Southern  District,

5*  The  supply  to  Hale  is  a mixture  of  water  from  Thirlmere  and  Haweswater, 
The  lead  content  of  each  of  these  waters  was  determined  on  three  occasions  and 
foxind  to  be  less  than  0.01  ppm. 

Lime  is  added  to  both  Thirlmere  and  Haweswater  sources  to  correct  plumbo- 
solvency. 

4.  If  bacteriological  or  chemical  contamination  should  be  found  flushing, 
swabbing  or  if  necessary  re-sterilisation  of  the  mains  would  be  carried  out. 

This  was  not  necessary  in  the  Hale  area  in  1967* 


SEWERAGE. 

The  foul  sewers  in  the  area  are  adequate,  but  the  Council  continues  to  give 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  a foul  sewer  in  the  Brooks  Drive,  Shay  Lane  area 
at  present  served  by  a multiplicity  of  septic  tanks. 

New  surface  water  sewers  have  been  provided  in  the  Delahays  Road/Moss  Lane 
area,  and  in  the  Stamford  Park  area.  This  should  eliminate  long  standing  storm 
flooding  in  the  area. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  newly  enlarged  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bankhall  Lane  are  at  present 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  measures  taken  in  the  past  2 to  3 
years  to  combat  odours  from  the  works  appear  to  have  been  successful, 

SANITARY  ACCOMODATION. 

2 pail  closets  have  been  abolished  during  the  year.  There  remain  7 pail 
closets  in  the  dietriot  and  with  the  exception  of  2 houses  there  is  no  available 
sewer.  The  possibilities  of  converting  to  water  closets  with  the  provision  of  a 
septic  tank  is  not  being  overlooked  but  there  is  no  statutory  power  to  require  this 
conversion  in  the  absence  of  an  available  sewer,  4 of  the  houses  so  served  are 
likely  to  be  of  short  life. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


In  pursuance  of  its  declared  10  year  programme  to  make  all  Hale  smokeless, 
the  Council  made  its  first  smoke  control  area  covering  some  414  premises  in  the 
Stamford  Park  Road,  Queens.  Road,  Hale  Road  area.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme 
is  £21,850  of  which  £6555  will  be  paid  by  the  Coimcil  and  £8,740  by  the  Government. 
The  order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  on  the  28th  November  1967,  and  comes  into 
operation  on  the  1st  September  1968, 

In  an  endeavour  to  compare  the  pollution  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district, 
we  now  have  3 measuring  stations  at  Council  Offices,  Ashley  Road,  "Halecroft"  Hale 
Road,  Hale  Barns,  and  at  Bradbury  Secondary  School,  Queens  Road,  where  daily 
measurements  of  solid  matter  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  are  made. 


The  average  monthly  figures  for  these  3 stations  for  solid  matter  and  Sulphur 
Dioxide  are  given  below  for  1966  and  1967.

Regulations,  1959.  Ice  Cream  is  also  sold  at  28  other  premises  in  the  district,  in 
each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions. 

Some  14  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  obtained  during  the  year  of  which  13  were 
satisfactory, 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  .IND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  In  the 
main  13  butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Manchester.  34  inspections  have 
been  made  of  the  shops  and  vehicles,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  was  of  reasonable 
quality. 

1 leg  of  lamb  and  6 capons  weighing  43  lbs.  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food  during  the  year.

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PUBLIC  CLEilNSIWG  SERVICE 


The  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  vjork  of  the  Department  in  this  connection  has  grown  considerably  in  the 
past  few  years,  both  in  the  number  of  houses  covered  and  in  the  increased  bulk  of 
modern  refuse.  In  addition  the  Council  is  called  upon  to  an  increasing  degree  to 
mover  surplus  household  goods  and  furniture.  These  increased  responsibilities 
call  for  considerable  supervision  particularly  in  view  of  the  labour  problems  of 
today. 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the 
whole  district. 

Septic  tanks,  of  which  there  are  70  in  the  district,  are  emptied  free  of 
charge  by  the  Council  as  required. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Grove  Lane.  From  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  tip  into  water,  but  by  cutting  off  small  segments  of  the  pond, 
and  tipping  into  the  water  in  colder  weather  any  nuisance  is  reduced  to  a minimum. 
Prompt  covering  of  refuse  has  again  succeeded  in  reducing  fires,  and  there  have 
been  very  few  complaints  from  residents  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  tip  is  open  on  Saturday  mornings  so  that  residents  may  deposit  miscell- 
aneous rubbish,  not  usually  collected  as  house  refuse,  and  this  facility  is  fairly 
well  used. 

The  available  tipping  space  at  Grove  Lane  is  not  expected  to  last  beyond 
1969.  The  joint  discussions  with  Sale,  Altrincham,  Bowdon  and  Bucklow  Councils 
regarding  a joint  incinerator  are  proceeding  slowly  but  the  position  is  becoming 
increasingly  urgent.  Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  Bowdon  U.D.C.  to 
utilise  our  tip  for  their  refuse,  and  when  our  tip  is  completely  filled.  Hale  will 
then  share  the  Bowdon  tip  with  them.  It  is  hoped  that  this  joint  arrangement  will 
provide  adequate  tipping  space  for  both  authorities  for  5 years  by  which  time  the 
joint  incinerator  will  be  in  operation. 

PETROLEUM  STORilGE  PREMISES. 

Supervision  of  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Licences  are  in  force  in  regard  to 
16  premises,  and  in  all  but  one  of  these,  storage  is  wholly  underground. 

All  premises  are  inspected  at  least  once  a year  in  conjunction  with  the 
Cheshire  County  Fire  Service,  whose  requirements  must  be  complied  with. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  Council  continued  to  treat  dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice, 
free  of  charge. 

Treatments  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council's  workmen,  trained  in 
disinfestation  methods.
